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SBA.  CAA  PROGRAM  FOR  HANGAR  LOANS 
The  Small  Business  Administration,  acting  in  connection 
with  the  Civil  Aeronautics  Administration,  has  announced  a 
program  for  making  loans  to  build  aircraft  hangars 

Wendell  B Barnes,  SBA  Administrator,  said  private  lend- 
ing agencies  have  generally  shied  away  from  making  loans  for 
adequate  storage  facilities  at  many  airports  He  said  SBA  had 
worked  out  with  CAA  a program  that  he  believed  lends  itself 
particularly  well  to  the  purchase  and  erection  of  metal  hangars 
which  arc  usually  erected  in  segments  of  from  six  to  10  units 
Purchase  and  correction  costs,  with  flooring,  arc  reported  to 
be  from  S2.000  to  $3,000  per  unit  We  believe  that  this  pro- 
gram will  do  much  to  relieve  the  present  shortage 

Under  the  program,  loans  for  the  construction  of  airplane 
hangars  will  have  a maximum  maturity  of  five  years  The  hang- 
ars must  conform  with  general  specifications  drafted  by  the 
Civil  Aeronautics  Administration,  must  accommodate  at  least 
six  airplanes,  and  the  maximum  amount  of  any  loan  may  not 
exceed  80%  of  the  material  and  erection  costs 

To  be  eligible  for  such  a loan,  applicants  must  be  engaged 
in  the  aircraft  business,  such  as  servicing,  sales  of  parts,  rental 
of  aircraft,  and  operating  airports  If  a new  business  ls  being 
established  it  must  include  not  only  the  hangar  facility,  but 
some  other  aircraft  business.  The  hangars  may  be  constructed 
on  leased  land,  provided  the  lease  is  for  a term  at  least  equal 
to  the  maturity  of  the  loan 

As  m other  programs,  a direct  loan  will  not  be  made  by 
the  Small  Business  Administration  unless  a participation  loan 
with  a private  bank  is  not  available  — Am  Avn  Danily

sure can  lead  to  mistakes,  omissions,  forgetfulness  and  acci- 
dents The  Flight  Safety  Foundation  reports — ‘When  tempo 
increases,  response  begins  to  fall  behind  the  required  pace  and 
people  begin  working,  operating,  and  thinking  faster  than  they 
can  normally  handle  any  given  situation  " This  applies  particu- 
larly on  pre-flight  checks  and  operations  in  the  cockpit  when  a 
flight  becomes  involved 

MORAL — A wise  pilot  will  call  a halt  to  hurrying,  will 
take  it  easy  until  all  factors  arc  satisfied,  and  then  proceed 
accordingly 


WHAT  IS  AN  OPERATOR? 

An  airport  operator  is  a jack  of  all  trades  He's  a com- 
bination of  gas  station  attendant,  farmer,  garageman,  educa- 
tional instructor,  travel  agent,  depot  agent,  branch  manager  of 
the  local  Chamber  of  Commerce,  a weatherman,  a new  and  used 
vehicle  salesman,  a roadway  maintenance  engineer  and  elec- 
trician. a landscape  uriisi,  a bookkeeper,  building  maintenance 
man.  and  last,  but  not  least,  probably  a pitot  He's  supposed 
to  be  one  of  the  most  versatile  men  in  the  business  world 
While  we  expect  most  of  these  services  from  him,  we  often 
overlook  the  fact  that  he  is  the  operator  of  a business  estab- 
lishment in  his  own  community.

PRIV  ATE  FLYING  IS  BIG  BUSfN'ESS 

General  Aviation  or  private  flying  is  a billion  dollar  a year 
industry  in  the  United  Slates,  and  it's  prospering  This  is  shown 
dramatically  in  the  results  of  a new  survey  recently  completed 
for  the  AOPA  PILOT,  official  magazine  of  the  Aircraft  Owners 
and  Pilots  Association  (AOPA)  The  70.(XX)  AOPA  mem- 
bers comprise  the  world's  largest  organization  of  its  kind 

The  term  "general  aviation"  encompasses  alt  civil  flying 
except  that  of  the  scheduled  airlines.  General  aviation  aircraft 
currently  outnumber  airline  aircraft  more  than  50  to  I,  and 
comprise  97  1%  of  all  U.  S civil  aircraft 

The  AOPA  survey  shows  clearly  that  business  flying  is 
showing  the  strongest  prosperity  trend  AOPA  members  report 
they  fly  a total  of  I2,b85  company-owned  planes,  and  an  addi- 
tional 40,540  aircraft  owned  by  private  individuals  The  value 
of  these  aircraft  alone  comes  to  nearly  a third  of  a billion  dollars, 
and  range  from  some  aircraft  valu^  at  $1,000  or  less  up  to 
more  than  800  valued  at  $90,000  and  over 

The  trend  toward  business  flying  was  indicated  by  a total  of 
17,780  pK-me  owners  who  reported  that  they  fly  for  business 
more  than  50%  of  the  time.  Of  these.  1,800  reported  100% 
business  usage 

While  smgle-cngincd  planes  still  dominate  general  avia- 
tion, miilti-cngincd  aircraft  are  increasingly  evident.  Company- 
owned  planes  totalled  8,600  single-engine  and  4,085  multi- 
engine  Of  the  privately-owned  craft,  37.494  were  singic-cn- 
gined.  2.026  multi-engined. 

Keeping  'em  flying  was  a major  cost  item,  but  those  re- 
porting seemed  to  have  the  income  to  pay  the  bill  The  survey 
showed  an  average  maintenance  cost  per  plane  per  year  of 
$1,750.  Big-spending  plane  owners — maintenance  and  opera- 
tions costs  of  $3,500  and  up  annually — report  spending  an 
average  of  $4,773  per  plane  per  year.

Hie  International  Northwest  Aviation  Council  meeting 
and  dedication  of  the  administration  building  ol  the  Billings 
Municipal  airport  are  scheduled  on  a program  and  meeting 
which  will  be  held  in  Billings  on  Oct.  Slh,  6tb,  and  7lh. 

Bill  Lowe,  president  ol  the  Council,  has  advbcd  that  Sir 
Hubert  Wilkins,  the  RritLsh  explorer,  will  be  a feature  speaker 
and  that  the  program  will  include  a panel  of  the  stale  directors 
of  aeronautics  o(  the  Northwest  stales  in  an  open  forum  in 
which  each  director  will  report  on  aviation  activities  of  his 
department  in  his  stale. 

Montana  1/Ocal  Service  Case

by  air 

National  Aviation  Education  Workshop 
Information  ha.s  been  received  from  Dr.  Mervin  Sirickler 
of  the  Civil  Air  Patrol  and  General  Walter  Agee,  national  com- 
mander of  the  Civil  Air  Patrol  advbing  that  CAP  would  par- 
ticipate in  the  national  aviation  education  workshop  for  teachers 
sponsored  joinlly  by  the  Civil  Air  Patrol,  the  Cniversily  ol 
Montana  and  the  Montana  Aeronautics  Commission  and  sched- 
uled to  be  held  at  Missoula.  Montana,  during  the  summer  of 
1959. 

Dr.  Ernie  .Atkinson,  director  of  summer  workshops  for  the 
University,  advised  that  a conference  was  scheduled  to  be  held 
for  representatives  of  the  agencies  concerned  between  Ibe  dates 
of  Oct.  20lh  and  23rd  for  the  purpose  of  developing  the  work- 
shop agenda  and  program. 

Federal  Aid  Airport  Program 
Information  has  been  received  to  the  effect  that  the  Sen- 
ate bill  providing  for  the  Federal  Aid  Airport  Program  beyond 
1959  has  been  vetoed  by  the  President  President  Eisenhower 
announced  that  this  was  one  of  the  responsibilities  now  earned 
at  federal  level  which  should  be  delegated  to  the  slates  His 
action  was  followed  by  strong  criticism  in  aviation  circles 
This  office  has  been  advised  by  the  CAA  that  the  unused 
part  of  unallocated  funds  now  stands  at  $2,380,000  which  will 
continue  to  be  available  until  June  30th  and  which  can  be 
committed  on  federal  aid  airport  projects  in  Montana  which 
have  reached  the  grant  agreement  stage 

It  is  probable  more  specific  information  will  be  available 
for  representatives  of  various  states  who  attend  the  national 
mceling  in  Philadelphia,  however,  it  is  suggested  that  the  Mon- 
tana Aeronautics  Commission  put  thought  on  the  possibility 
that  Montana  airport  development  may  in  the  future  have  to 
be  financed  at  state  level  with  (he  use  of  stale  funds  appropriated 
by  (he  Legislature  to  augment  funds  furnished  by  cities  and 
counties  through  the  two  mill  levy  now  authorized  by  Montana 
taw  and  the  available  commission  funds. 

The  President  did  slate  in  his  comment  that  he  intended 
to  recommend  the  initiation  of  legislation  which  would  provide 
for  a gradual  decrca.se  in  federal  funds  until  such  time  as  the 
respective  states  could  set  up  machinery  for  airport  financing 
It  is  believed  that  this  thinking  on  the  part  of  the  Presi- 
dent is  influenced  by  the  Secretary  of  Commerce  who  in  turn 
is  sensitive  to  pressure  from  transportation  operations  to  which 
the  airlines  are  competitive 

Air  Marking 

The  last  report  from  Bill  Sternhagen,  foreman  of  the  air 
marking  crews,  advised  that  233  air  markers  have  been  painted 
in  (he  stale  by  the  two  crews  operating  (his  summer.  The  crews 
lerminaled  the  operation  as  of  Sept.  15th. 

It  is  estimated  that  the  unit  cost  of  (he  air  marking  pro- 
gram will  be  approximately  $60  per  marker  and  which  is  less 
than  (he  cost  of  any  other  air  marking  program  due  to  (he  ex- 
cellent weather  and  the  volume  of  work  turned  out  by  the 
operation  of  (wo  crews.  Hie  crews  Finished  the  season  in  the 
Missoula.  Superior  and  Hamilton  areas  and  are  presently  clean- 
ing and  storing  (heir  air  marking  equipment. 

Air  Space 

A notice  was  received  from  the  Air  Space  Sub<ommittcc 
chairman  in  Los  Angeles  advising  that  the  Great  Northern 
Railroad  had  applied  lor  a permit  to  construct  a radio  antenna 
tower  approximately  three-quarters  of  a mile  southwest  of  the 
Poplar  airport.  A chock  of  the  site  was  made  by  contacting 
Allen  Saboe  of  Poplar  who  advised  (hat  (he  proposed  site 
was  not  a hazard  to  (he  Poplar  airport  and  (he  suhcommiUce 
was  advised  that  (here  were  no  objections  to  the  construction 
This  action  was  typical  of  actions  frequently  taken  by  this  office 
on  air  space  matters 

TTicrc  hove  been  a number  of  micro-wave  lowers  con- 
structed by  the  telephone  company  along  airways  and  there 
will  be  many  radio  and  television  towers  built  throughout  Mon- 
tana Many  of  these  structures  will  present  a hazard  to  the 
operation  of  aircraft  along  routes  between  Montana  cities. 

The  law  creating  the  Montana  Aeronautics  Commission 
provides  a responsibility  and  authority  for  the  commission  to 
designate  airways  within  (he  air  space  of  Montana  and  is 
covered  in  Chapter  2.  Sec  1-204,  Par  (f)  of  the  Codes  of 
Montana  for  1947.  A resolution  is  being  drafted  for  presenta- 
tion to  the  commission  at  a later  dale  designating  airways  in 
Montana  between  cities  and  along  routes  frequently  used  by 
aircraft 

It  IS  planned  to  dr.sft  regulations  protecting  the  air  space 
along  airways  following  which  .i  hearing  will  he  held  by  the 
commission  and  regulations  may  he  adopted  pertaining  to  pro- 
tecting the  use  of  this  air  space  by  aircraft  It  is  believed  that 
this  action  will  be  of  importance  to  the  aviation  interests  of 
Montana  m justifying  (he  state  assuming  jurisdiction  of  the 
navigable  air  space  in  Montana,  a current  and  controversial 
topic  at  this  time 


Search  and  Rescue 

The  CAA  advised  this  office  of  a lost  aircraft  which  de- 
parted from  Boise  at  3:30  p m on  the  afternoon  of  August 
tSth.  Search  was  initiated  by  the  Idaho  Department  of  Aero- 
nautics and  search  and  rescue  coordinator  Jay  Mooney  of  Butte 
was  requested  by  the  director  to  make  a route  search  between 
Butte  and  Salmon.  Idaho  Extensive  search  was  miiialed  on  the 
17th  with  fourteen  airplanes  from  (he  Dillon  area  making  a 
thorough  search  along  (he  air  route  Several  rumors  were  fol- 
lowed up,  including  a report  of  wreckage  near  Anaconda  to 
which  two  ground  parties  were  dispatched  by  the  sheriff  Two 
unicorn  radios  were  flown  to  Dillon  for  air-to-ground  communi- 
cations and  the  airplane  was  found  approximately  20  miles 
northeast  of  Boise  with  all  occupants  killed  from  the  aircraft 
flying  into  a mountainside 

Airport  Beacons 

Ten  surplus  beacons  have  been  requested  from  the  CAA 
lor  modification  and  distribution  to  Montana  cities  for  the 
night  marking  of  airports.  Applications  (or  beacons  have  been 
received  from  six  Montana  cities  including  Malta,  Conrad,  Sco- 
bey,  Plentywood,  Hamilton  and  Eureka.  Distribution  of  bea- 
cons to  these  communities  will  be  made  as  soon  as  the  beacons 
can  be  picked  up  from  (he  CAA  and  the  needed  modification 
can  be  made. 

Airport  Progress 

Choleau  County-Fort  Benton  Project:  Final  approval  is 
pending  on  (he  project  plans  and  specifications  from  CAA 
regional  office.  When  final  approval  has  been  received  the 
Choteau  County  Airport  Board  will  immediately  advertise  for 
bids 

Coutts-Sweetgruss  Project:  A unicom  is  being  installed 
in  the  U.  S.  Customs  office  at  Swccigrass  to  enable  aircraft  to 
call  ahead  for  arrangements  for  border  clearance  Final  clear- 
ance was  made  with  Customs  and  Immigration  offices  on  both 
sides  of  the  border  to  officially  open  the  runway  to  traffic 

Canyon  Ferry  Project:  The  excavation  and  drainage  have 
been  completed  and  about  70%  of  the  grading  Volunteer  crews 
from  Broadwater  County  will  attempt  to  have  the  runway  ready 
for  planting  before  the  First  of  October. 

Plentywood  Project:  The  select  hose  course  has  been  com- 
pleted and  oiling  operations  arc  scheduled  to  commence  on 
Sept.  8th.  It  is  planned  to  complete  the  project  about  Sepi  1 5th. 

White  Sulphur  Springs  project:  Construction  bid\  were 
opened  August  14ih  by  the  Board  of  Examiners  After  review 
of  the  bids  it  was  decided  that  they  would  be  rejected  ( I ) Gr.id- 
ing  items  of  the  bids  were  excessive.  (2)  Bids  were  not  within 
the  money  budgeted  for  (he  project;  (3)  Weather  is  getting  to 
be  a decisive  factor,  (4i  The  Highway  Commission  has  let  bids 
for  road  work  in  this  area  which  should  benefit  (he  project 
cost-wise  in  availability  of  equipment  and  material  (or  future 
construction  It  was  decided  to  re-advertise  this  winter  for  a 
spring  project.

We  urge  you  to  take  time  to  carefully  read  the  contents 
of  this  memorandum 

Recently  we  have  received  instructions  from  the  CAA 
Washington,  D.  C , and  Regional  Offices  pertaining  to  the 
above  “subject.”  I shall  try  to  summarize  these  instructions  as 
briefly  as  possible 

CAR  Part  43  20  informs  us  that  no  person  shall  operate 
an  aircraft  unless  it  is  in  an  airworthy  condition,  and  that 
maintenance  shall  be  performed  m accordance  with  CAR 
Part  18 

CAR  Part  18  10  advises  that  no  person  shall  perform 
maintenance,  repairs,  or  alterations  on  certificated  aircraft  or 
on  any  component  thereof  except  as  follows.  One  of  these  ex- 
ceptions IS  a certificated  mechanic,  or  person  who  works  under 
the  direct  supervision  of  such  mechanic,  who  may  perform 
maintenance,  repairs,  and  alterations  on  aircraft  and  appliances 
appropriate  to  his  rating. 

CAR  18.11  advises,  in  purl,  no  airframe  or  appliance 
which  has  undergone  maintenance,  repair,  or  alteration  may 
be  approved  and  returned  to  service  except  by  one  of  the  fol- 
lowing Again,  one  of  these  exceptions  is  an  appropriate!) 
rated  certificated  mechanic. 

CAR  Part  24  40  shows  that  a ccriiftcaled  airframe  me- 
chanic may  perform  and  supervise  work  beyond  the  normal 
limilations  of  his  rating  only  if  he  is  competent  to  do  so.  In 
regards  to  aircraft  radio  maintenance,  the  aforementioned  me- 
chanic will  be  considered  competent  providing  he  has  acquired 
adequate  previous  experience  in  this  particular  field. 

In  short,  this  boils  down  to  one  .single  phase  Only  manu- 
facturers of  aircraft  radios,  or  agencies  or  individuals  properly 
certificated  or  rated  by  the  CAA  arc  authorized  to  perform  air- 
craft radio  maintenance. 

We  have  received  instructions  from  the  Washington  Office 
to  enforce  the  regulations  pertaining  to  aircraft  radio  main- 
tenance.

VLR  WFATHFR  MINIMI  MS 
New  VFR  weather  minimums  become  effective  on  Sep- 
tember 11  as  a result  of  a change  in  Part  60  of  the  Civil  Air 
Regulations.  There  was  considerable  controversy  between  avia- 
tion segments  regarding  needed  changes  which  would  minimize 
in-flighl  collisions  under  conditions  requiring  "see  and  be  seen" 
aircraft  separation 

Under  the  new  regulation,  visibility  and  distance  from 
clouds  requirements  are  unchanged  except  that  air  traffic  control 
can  issue  a clearance  for  VFR  flight  within  a control  zone  when 
weather  is  below  the  minimum.  However,  no  person  shall  op- 
erate an  aircraft  VFR.  irrespective  of  any  clearance,  unless  (he 
visibility  IS  at  least  one  mile  and  the  flight  can  remain  clear 
of  clouds 

Helicopters  arc  excepted  from  the  one-mile  requirement 
when  operated  at  or  below  700’  and  at  reduced  speed 

Minimums  for  VFR  flight  in  the  Continental  Control  Area 
arc  ^ miles  visibility.  lOOO’  under  or  over  and  I mile  hori- 
zontally from  clouds

There  have  been  a few  penalties  assessed  in  this  District  in  connection 
with  failure  of  charter  flights  to  file  clearance  doevanents  prior  to 
leaving  the  United  States*  Possibly  these  violations  were  the  resiilt 
of  misunderstanding  or  misinformation* 

Sec*  6*3(c),  Customs  Regulations,  as  amended,  does  not  require  clear- 
ance of  aircraft  departing  from  the  United  States  to  Canada  unless 
carrying  passengers  for  hire  or  merchandise*  Outward  clearance  in 
cases  as  cited  below  is  not  necessary* 

Aircraft  owned  by  individuals,  corporations  or  corrpanies,  carrying  as 
passengers  only  enqjloyess  or  guests  of  tho  ovmer  and  operated  ty  a 
pilot  and  crew  regularly  enriloyed  by  the  ovmer  for  operation  of  the 
aircraft,  whether  of  foreign  or  domestic  registry; 

Aircraft  not  the  property  of  the  operator  but  which  has  been  rented 
by  him  for  the  specific  flight,  carrying  only  such  passengers  as  are 
guests  of  the  ovmer  or  operator; 

Aircraft  not  the  property  of  the  operator,  but  which  has  been  loaned 
to  him  without  charge  by  the  owner; 

Aircraft  chartered  by  a group  of  passengers,  each  of  whom  pays  a pro- 
portionate share  of  the  charter  fee  and  operated  one  of  the  charter 
party  and  carrying  only  the  charter  party  or  their  guests  as  passengers. 

Outward  clearance  vAll  be  required  for  aircraft  in  the  three  categories 
cited  below* 

Aircraft  operated  by  a scheduled  airline,  departing  without  passengers, 
or  cargo  on  a regular  scheduled  flight; 

Aircraft  operated  by  a non-scheduled  airline  (charter  flights)  depart- 
ing with  or  without  passengers  or  cargo; 


Aircraft  exported  under  their  own  power. 

Outward  clearance  cannot  bo  granted  by  td.ophono,  and  shall  be  obtained 
by  the  aircraft  operator  or  commander  at  tho  Customs  port  of  entry 
(whether  or  not  an  international  airport)  at  or  near  tho  place  of  last 
take-off,  unless  some  other  place  is  designated  for  that  purpose  by 
tho  Collector  of  Customs.  If  carrying  cargo,  Ccmerco  foxm  752?V, 

In  duplicate,  for  all  cargo  should  be  attached  to  general  declaraticn 
Customs  form  7?07.  These  are  saleable  forms  and  may  be  obtained  from 
the  Collector  of  Customs  upon  payment  of  7?  cents  per  pad.  The  forms 
are  supplied  free  of  charge  for  occasional  flights. 

Section  6.2(b),  Customs  Regulations,  requires  timely  advance  notice  of 
arrival  of  an  aircraft  comin(;  into  tho  United  States  from  any  place 
outside  thereof  and  shall  be  furnished  to  Customs  authorities  by 
or  at  tho  request  of  the  aircraft  coifmander.  (This  is  usually 
accomplished  by  such  a request  made  through  plan  filed  with 

the  Canadian  Departfient  of  Transport).  If  dependable  facilities  for 
givlnR  such  notice  are  not  available  before  departure  of  tho  aircraft 
any  radio  equipment  tho  plane  possesses  shall  be  utilized  to  give 
notice  during  its  approoch  so  far  as  feasible,  and  except  when  the 
uncertainty  of  comunication  facilities  is  already  known  to  the 
Government  officer  in  charge,  any  aircraft  commander  for  whose  aircraft 
timely  notice  has  not  been  given,  shall  furnish  a statement  of  the 
reasons  for  his  failure  to  do  so. 

Bicpericnce  has  proved  that  Section  6.2(b)  above,  has,  in  some  instances 
failed  its  intended  chief  purpose,  i.e.,  to  indicate  clearly  that  the 
giving  of  timely  advance  notice  of  arrival  is  an  important  responsibility 
of  the  aircraft  conmander,  and  that  if  he  wishes  to  avoid  the  assessment 
of  penalties  for  failure  to  do  so,  he  must  show  that  he  has  made  a 
serious  effort  to  con5>ly  with  this  requirement. 

If  the  aircraft  departs  fresn  some  remote  place,  not  having  the  necessary 
communications  facilities,  and  the  place  does  not  carry  radio  equip- 
ment which  can  be  used  for  this  purpose,  it  is  expected  that  before 
arrival  in  the  United  States,  the  aircraft  coumander  will  land  at 
sane  point  from  which  he  can  give  timely  notice  or  arrange  to  have 
the  notice  given  from  such  a point.
